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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 19 line 
4 "an 1394-2000 isochronous data packet" should be -a 1394-2000 isochronous data 
packet page 10 lines 10-12 appear to be alternative solutions and so should be 
written in the alternative, and the same with page 1 1 lines 4-6. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sriram et al. (US5,463,620). 

With respect to claim 1, Sriram discloses in Figures 1, 3 & 5 and column 4 lines 
10-26 a method of any speed dubbing using isochronous data packets comprising: 

packetizing a data stream into the isochronous data packets configured for non 
real-time transmission, thereby forming a stream of non real-time isochronous data 
packets. 

An isochronous data packet/cell is interpreted as delay sensitive data including 
voice/video. 
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With respect to claim 1, Sriram discloses in Figures 1 , 3 & 5 and column 4 lines 
10-26 a method of any speed dubbing using isochronous data packets comprising: 

transmitting the non real-time isochronous data packets from the transmitting 
device via the transmitting plug to the receiving device via the receiving plug. 

Non real-time transmission is interpreted as non-isochronous high bandwidth 
services, the variable bit rate (VBR) class of traffic of ATM (column 4 lines 10-26). 

Real-time transmission is interpreted as isochronous high bandwidth services, 
the constant bit rate (CBR) class of traffic of ATM (column 3 line 61 - column 4 lines 8). 

With respect to claim 1 , Sriram discloses in Figures 1 , 3 & 5 and column 4 lines 
10-26 a method of any speed dubbing using isochronous data packets comprising: 

configuring a transmitting plug on a transmitting device for transmitting 
isochronous data packets in non real-time; and 

configuring a receiving plug on a receiving device for receiving the isochronous 
data packets received in non real-time; 

The links and nodes of Sriram in Figure 1 are interpreted as being configured to 
transmit and receive all types of ATM traffic. 

With respect to claim 8, Eneboe discloses the method according to Claim 1 
wherein the data stream includes audio/visual content data (column 4 lines 10-26). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-7 & 9-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 1 1-52 are allowed.
